He used to neglect you ?—He always. went 
out himself and left me alone. He used ta po 
to the office, return at twelve, heve his Hin an 
soon as he could, go to the office, return at fonr 
o'clock an ve his tes, and go to the cricket 
errand. IT ’conld go fora walk or stay at heme, 
but F waa always left atone. IT often salt to 
him, "You might remain with me," and he 
used to say, “Oh, you know aman must have 
some exercise.” He would go to the. cricket 
ground acd remats quite late, 

‘What do yeu put down as the most tinhappy” 
years of your married life ?—The moet unhappy 
were 1893 and 1891. In 1890 we were Hving 
on the Road, We merried in: deht and were 
trying to get out of it, the best way we could. 
Mr, Recks then ased to give.me bis salary each 
tmonth, because he did not want the sbroffs 
caming to the office. When we were Ilving on 
the Road, he went to the Race Meeting and 
promised me-not to bet, I said to bim, Do 
vot bet, because you knqw you alw:ys lose 
money, and tf you lose I shall be the chief 
sufferer." We bad then been {n the houve four 
or five weeks. I didnot gato the Races. He 
never took me toa Rece Meeting at any ting, 
He lost $200 and he tad nothing with which to 
pa rand Part of the furalture money had to 
real lo. - ‘ 


Mr, Reeks has mentioned certaln bills which 
you incurred ; how did these bills arise’ ?—That 
wasln 1891. In 1Ro0 my. Itt boy led, and 
I begged Mr. Reeks to plve up houcekeeping 
and go to the French’ Hotel, 1 thouzh¢ ft 
would bea good thing to sell off and get the 
money to pay off the old bil's, So wa went to 
the French Hotel, and Mr, Reeke pald off tha 
Dills, From sor when he paid off those bills 
we were almost out of debt. He then used to 
give me $20 or $25 to pay small monthly bills, 
Then hewon $500 in the Manila lottery, and 
with this money he bought Imuris shares and 
also bought shares when be had net the money 
expecting them to go up, but they didnot. He 
lost a good deal of money, and it took him 
eighteen months to pay off what he owed. It 
is not trneto say [have been extravacant. The 
bitls he has referred to were not for one month, 
but for several. months, : : 


When did vou first know Mr. Rattonjee 2 |. 


Ta the year 1891, Mr. Recks Introduced me to 
him ata Customs dance. Ihadseenbim before 
at the dances, but never spoken to.him, [hed 
a dance with him after belng {atroduced, but I 
dtd not see him agaln until the sommer.

you're always nagging at me.” I felt so miserable 
‘that I sald, “ Very well, my geod man, you can 
go to the Gardens as mach as you like." And 
80 from that tmel fost all heart, because J: 
never cared for him, but I-certalol dia try to do 
the best for him when he was ill. When he 
sald, “You beast of a. woman," Y did not fret 
inclined to do anything more for htm and 1 told:
